In October, 1883, three years 
after the first attempts of-the United 
States to mediate, and more than 
three years after Peru had been com- 
pletely overrun, the treaty of peace 
of Ancon was signed. 

Terms of Treaty. 

The enormously rich province of 
Tarapaea was ceded unconditionally 
to Chile, which had already taken 
from Bolivia all of the territory on 
the Pacific. Article III of the treaty 
of Ancon is the one causing the pres- 
ent issue. Under its ‘provisions ®e 
Peruvian territory embraced in. the 
provinces of Tacna and Arica “shall 
continue in the possession of Chile 
subject to Chilean laws and authority 
during a period of. ten years” from 
the date of ratification of the treaty. 
“After the expiration of that term 
a plebiscite will decide by popular 
vote whether the territory of the 
above mentioned provinces is to re- 
main definitely under the dominion 
and sovereignty of Chile or is to con- 
tinue to constitute a part of Peru.”

Trescot’s Mission Fails. 


The proposal being submitted to 
the Washington government by Mr. 
Trescot, Secretary of State’ Freling- 
huysen replied that under no circum- 
stances “would the United States take 
part in negotiations based upon the 
surrender of Tarapaca and a further 
indemnity of 20,000,000 pesos, as such 
a demand is considered exorbitant.” 

Mr. Trescot thereupon declined to 
submit the terms to Peru, and in- 
quired of the Chilean foreign minister 
“whether the government of Chile 
is prepared to make any modification 
in these terms, and if so, what they 
are?’ To that inquiry the foreign min- 
ister replied: “We maintain the con- 
ditions of peace set forth in the docu- 
ment already cited, because they are 
demanded by absolute rilorous neces- 
sity on account of expenses and the 
damages caused by the war, the se- 
curity of the republic and its future 
stability.” . 

Mr. Trescot returned to the United 
States, his mission having utterly 
failed. 

Secretary of States Frelinghuysen 
then abandoned the position thereto- 
fore maintained by the United States 
against an indemnity in territory, but 
directed the American minister at 
Santiago, Mr, Logan, to “continye 
the ‘efforts of your government to in- 
duce Chile to settle the difficulty by 
such modification of her demands as 
you may be able to bring about...
